Patriotic Observance Marks 
Holiday as Parade Unites 
Many Groups 





A new flag today waves over the 
Chaffey campus. 

Hundreds of people in this dis- 
trict today have a deeper patriotic 
feeling toward their nation. 

Memorial day ceremonies yes- 
terday fittingly dedicated the 100- 
foot flag pole and Gardiner W. 
Spring, Chaffey junior college pres- 
ident, delivered a masterful . pa- 
triotic oration to inspire the aud- 
fence to greater devotion to the 
nation’s ideals. 

The new, huge, beautiful flag 
‘was raised by Alois Podrasnik, 
veteran Upland resident and com- 
mander of the Ontario post of the 
G. A. R. The flag pole and the 
flag were dedicated to Mr. Podras- 
nik.

A memorial service 
for the unknown soldier was held 
at the soldiers monument in Belle- 
vue cemetery at 8 o’clock.

Mr. Spring calle@ upon the peo- 
ple to “make themselves ready for 
a greater democracy.’ To perman- 
ently maintain democracy, the | 
speaker declared, among other | 
things, that people must recognize | 
that changes are necessary in gov- 
ernment; that monopolies should 
be abolished and that democracy 
is a spiritual force which prohib- 
its people from becoming rich in 
material things until they have be- 
come rich in an understanding of 
relationships between each other. 

Liberty was gained by Abraham 
Lincoln, Mr. Spring declared. 
Equality is yet to be gained, he| 
said, emphasizing that a correct 
“mixture” of liberty and equality 
is the goal to be attained. 


In. speaking of Mr. Podrasnik | 
and E. M. Rankin, only surviving 
Civil war veterans in this commun- 
ity, Mr. Spring paid the veterans 
of all wars a glowing tribute. He | 
then called upon the citizens of | 
today to “do as our forefathers | 
did.’ A free government was es- 
tablished in this country, dedicat- 
ed to equality, liberty and justice 
for all, Mr. Spring said. The high 
ideals of Washington and Lincoln 
must be realized, he declared.
